fioveruor Scyu^jiirou Kdiicaliuiii 
There is no good thing iu llio world 
; BO perfect that it may xioL by mis- 
represontation bo helJ up ns im cvilj 
bat it docs uot iollow that becuutio ol 
that tnisropresentation tho good thing 
has lost its oxoolloooe. ' Just iso 'it is 
-with odr systflm of odaoatioD.' It is 
08 admirable to-day as it ever wasj if 
fostered, as it ought to bo, it vtiW oonu 
tinne to prodnco udmirablQ rosultB) 
and no true well-wisher of tho Colony 
can road, save with a mingled feeling 
of di'appointmeatand pain, the Sover^ 
sor's messago on tho sabjeot to the 
Logislalivo Coiinoil, Tho document is 
one of the mosL silly that ever ui^pired 
to rank as a SUiLo paper, and whcro- 
ever read it will bo regarded as a 
emanation so utterly devoid oi common 
sense that even tho writer would bo 
puzzled to explain tlio moaning of one 
half of its BonlcncoB. It is a stringinrf 
together ot wordd without point or 
roaBon~a mcro waste of ink and 
paper — to state that tho Governor in 
in favor of tho adoption ol a Bimilar 
system of denominational education 
for this Colony that exists in tho 
semi-barbario Colony of British Hon-. 
duras. Fancy tho Governor ot this 
"magnificent territory," with tho 
bright ozamplea of what free educa- 
tion has done and is doing for tho ad>> 
vaooement ot tho British Provit.ues 
and the United States before him, 
gravely aBsoriing that " in Vancouver 
Island an attempt baa been made to 
make tho education of the yootb a 
burden on the Colony," and adding, upon 
tho authority of his predecessor, that 
the syetom has not been SDCCOssfnl, 
and that other objects besides tho in- 
tellectual advancement of tho children 
were sometimes allowed ertranco into 
tho consideration of tho Board of Edu- 
cation.'' What tho latter half of tlilH 
sentence moans wo Icavo for tho meiu- 
bars of tho Board to explain ; but wo 
deny that tho fij-stom of education on 
tho Island has been unsuccessful. It 
has been in the highest degree success- 
ful, Tho establrshmcnt of tho schools 
■was about tho only good thing that 
we bavo to thank Governor Ifonnedy 
for, although that gentleman appears 
to have done his best to break them 
down towards tho last; and as for 
their being a " burden on tho Colony," 
this is a strotcb of imaginatiou on tho 
part of the Governor. The people 
never felt it ' a burden, beoanso the 
expense was borne equally by all 
olaases — the poor man with half a 
dozen ohildren to pduoato paid no 
more than a titan without a family. 
AH contributed alike to tho develop- 
ment of tho minds ol the young. 
Again tho mosf ago says : 

" Tho Governor is of opinion 
that tho Colony is not yoi old 
enough for any regular system 
of education to be established, 
nor would be wish, i;ndor tho present 
constitution, to press his own views 
upon the Legislutuie, though ho has 
DO desire to conceal them." 

If the Colony is not old enough for 
one of the greatest blessings that can be 
oonferred upon a people, pray will 
. Governor Seymour teli as when it will 
be old enough ? One year, ten years, 
twenty years hence? Isnot tho mind 
of tho young in either Colony as pro. 
pared to drink in- knowledge as it is 
in England or Canada i* and will it be 
any mure prepared a uu lubor a riuin- 
bor of years honco tl)an it is now 
Will children he cast in a difloreiu 
mould twenty years lo come, after the 
first two genunaioiiH ol men bred in 
tho Colony havegrowij uj) in Ignoranci^ 
and vice, and tho c.xjieiisi) incurred in 
tho punihhmenL of wroiii^'-doing by ils 
ignorant cilizuns has c(mt tho yialo 
quadruple tho sum that it would have 
required to enlighten and educate 
them? Tho next Bontonco in tho moss 
Bage is of an equally extraordinary 
character; 

" fle (the Governor) thinks that any 

man who respects himself would not de" 
siro to have his chiklreii in.^ilruuled 
without some pecuniary haerilico on 
his own jiiu't. Tliu Suiie may aid the 
parent, but ought not to relievo him 
ol hid own natural responsibility, else 
it may happen that tho promisinrj 7ne^ 
chanic may be marred, and the country 
overburdened witk /utlf educated pro/es- 
siotial poUtkimm, or needy hamjers-on of 
the Government." 

Governor yin'mour inriulta tho cuiu. 
men sense of tho euuniry when ho as- 
BOrts that " any man who rc-jpocis 
himsolf would not desire to have his 
children instructed without iiumc pecu. 
niary sacrifice on his own part." Js 
not every man of family cuUod on 
daily to make groat pecuniary sucri- 
ficea in order to olothe and fued his 
family ? Take a man with a wife nnd 
two, four or six children to support : 
does be not oontributo five dollars to» 
wards tho support of the Government 
whore tho man without a family cons 
tributes a dollar? l''io, Govor.. 
nor Seymour 1 who paid for your 
education in tho school of politics that 
yon are ignorant of the fAot thai by our 



system of taxation every man, rich or 
poor, must poy his eharo towards de- 
fraying tho expense of every branch 
of the Government, and that ho who 
has half-a-dozon mouths to feed con.= 
tributes far more than tho man who 
has only himself to look after. How, 
then, could it bo possible for any lesi- 
dont of tho Colony to have his children 
educated without a pecuniary sacrifice 
"on his own part?" Tho fear oxprcKsod 
that if tho parent bo roliovod ol his own 
natural responsibility a "promit-ing 
mechanic may bo marred," is a pieco 
of insulting snobbery. The Governor 
oviddntly thinks that the son of a mo^ 
cbanio has no right to rai^o himself 
above tho grado into which be was 
born, and he would prefer to eee bim 
remain witbotit auy education than to 
run the risk of becoming a " half- 
educated politician or a needy hanger- 
on of Government." In sneering at 
the efforts of people in tho humbler 
walks of life to elevate their young, 
the Governor levels a shaft at the roll 
of illustrous mon who sprang from 
tho people, and whoso deeds adorn the 
brightest pages ot English hi.^tciy. 
Tho present Lord St Leonards (.om- 
raonced life as a barber's apprentieo, 
in his father's shop, and rose to be 
Chancellor of England ; Lord Lynd~ 
hurst's father was a painter; Sir 
ilobert Peel owed tho foundation of 
hia greatness to mechanism; Cardinal 
Wolsey was tho Koa of a butcher; 
Abraham Lincoln was a milsplittor, 
and Andrew Johnson a t&ilor — yet 
both have risen to be rulors of a gro it 
naiion. Education enabled these il- 
lustriouB characters, with thousands of 
others who emerged from similar 
BurrOnudings, to write their names oo 
tho roll of fame, although in their 
oaso *' promising mechanics were 
marred." The Colony can afford to 
smile at the allusion made towards 
" haIf>>eduoated politioians or needy 
hanger-on of the Government." Tho 
Governor speaks feelingly on this point. 
Ue has certainly no reason to admire 
either class. Bat he must bear in 
mind that tho half-educated cormor'< 
ants that aro feeding upon the vitals 
of tho Colony aro of his own im])ort:i- 
tion, and wore not bred from colonial 
stock. Tho (iovornor proceeds to say 
that (' the Government having assis'- 
ed tho child to obtain an elementary 
knowledge of education, will 

" Leave to parental affection and 
knowledge of individual charaoter tho 
choico of tho arms with which tho 
chilJ shall at a future period fight tho 
battle of J:fo. It is vain fcr tho Stato 
lO attempt to drive on in an oven lino 
tho idle and the industrous, the boy of 
ready aptitude and him whoso brain 
becomes pained and conturicd in en. 
doavoring to niasler tho simplest 
probloraa. Tho Governor conceives 
it to bo the duty oi the governing 
power to asBist in tho giving to all 
elementary instruction and tlion to 
offer i",n induceinont to those who aro 
able to come to tho front iu the in^ 
tellcctual struggle with their fellow- 
men." 

It would " confuse and pain 1,he 
brain of any boy" or man of "ready 
aptitude" to "master tho simple 
problem " laid down in tho above ex- 
tract. It is pretty evident, tlxMigh, 
that the brain of our Governor nuiil 
havo boon both "j)aincd and confused" 
when ho penned this remarkably Htui)id 
message ; and wo fear that the 
atatemont that it is tho cleverest who 
always corao to tho front in tho intcK 
lectual struggle," haa not held good iu 
his case. Qis Excellency leaves the 
problem unsolved, and branohes off 
upon the question of" religious tolera- 
tion." *' The Government or its 
saioriod oflScers," he says, " will not 
intertoro with the religious belief oi 
anyone." He assures tho Jew that ho 
was not sent to the Colony to prove 
that the Messiah had arrived. Tho 
iiomaii Catholic is informed that ho 
may still live and die happy in the en- 
joyment ol tho belief of the " merciful 
inier(;es=ion of tlio Blessed Virgin ;" 
tho Church of England is told 
that ho will not give it special sup- 
port;" "the acidityCr') ot tlio Calvinisiic 
doctrines of some Protestant believers 
is nut to bo mitigated," and Guv- 
ernmont has decided not to ' doter- 
mine authoraiivoly tho number of tho 
sacraments." After those comforting 
as.suranccB of theological non.intorfer- 
enco, the mind of tho reader is somos 
what prepared for the following : 

" Wherefore the Government Is of 
ofiinion tliat when tho timo.comes for 
the owiiiblishment ot a largo eommon 
scliool, religitnis teaching ought nut to 
be allowed to intrude, it is vain to 
say that there aro certain cleniuniary 
matters iu which all Christians (luav 
ing out tho Jews) must agree. ' It is 
merely calling upon a man picked up at 
random, allured by a trilling salary, to 
do what the whu'e reliijiuus wisdom, 'feel^ 
inij and ajj'eelioii of the world has not 
yet dune." 

If there bo a j^rain of sense contain- 
ed III the above elegant iiKU'ceaux, we 
take it that liis Excellency means tunny 
that when tho tirao comes (it will not 
bo in Governor Seymour's time, that 
is quito ovidout), fur tho establishmout 
of a Common School systoin, it must 
bo Bocnlar in its raanagomont; that all 
Ohrifltians leaving out the Jews," who 
wo never before knew bolioved in tho 
divinity of oar Saviour) agree in 
educating their young ; but that " no 
man piokod up at random, allured by 
a trifling salary,'' (it tho amount of a 



man's salary bo auy tost of his wis- 
dom, what a giant in intolloot our 
Governor must bo), should bo allowed 
to mix religious ".'ith secular instruc- 
tion. This is our translation of this in- 
comprohonsiblo paragraph. Perhaps 
norue of our readers may furuish a dillcront 
delinitlon. Ilia Excellency next— with all lbs 
loquacity and glibness of an experienced 
chiropoJisti'talka of " tho paring dowD of all 
cxcrescoDoas " as though they wore ao meny 
corns on a ooe'd feet, and turns up bis no«e 
at the idea of a man on a low Balary poa- 
BCHeing a modioum of oommoa sonse, ia tbo 
followiug original style : 

" Tlio purincr down of nil excresoncea 
wliich one man on a hundred and fijty 
]iounds n-yenr may tliliik disfiguro llio 
BL-viii'ul ri'lii;ioii3, iinil tlio reduciti}^ tliem lo 
u coiiiriicii Klriiidarii, hcconics a sorl of metlwd 
tsm tokich may locally bt named ajter the 
schooimaster to/io perjormt it." 

We have attempted to solve the diffieult 
problem laid down in the abovo extract, but 
bavo given up ia despair. The only point 
clear in the sentence ia that the Qovornor 
thinks that the man who nocepls a salary of 
S750 per annum can know nothing. It is 
only year $20,000 gontlemeo who pos.. 
scss any olovurnesH, or who are com- 
petent to paru down ti.\crcsBuces." The 
KOrl of " mctbodism wbiiib may locally bo 
named after the schoolmaster who perloriiiB 
it, ' is too doHp for uii ordiuury morta' 
to understand. The me.Jsago concludes 
by e.vpreasing what inigtit havo been 
done in tea linos — that Hia £xoelleooy is in 
favor of abolishing the Free School system 
nud substituting therefor one that shall be 
(tenomiDatioaal in its character. That is to 
Hay : the Jews may have one sobool, the 
Church of England another, tho Eoman 
Catholics a third, and tho Melbodists and 
Fie.sbytorians each one — all in tho otiJoyini;nt 
of Uijvuriiliu ntiil Fiipporl, wiiure tin; scheoi- 
iiiuslLT will t'o |)r. ,iU'^,d to opiii to tbu chil- 
dren " a:iy of ibu HucroJ mysteriea." (what 
aio tlicy 1) tbo schoolw will bo froa from 
deuouiiiiaiiona! iiiflueiicf, and tha children 
must pay balf-a-dollar per month — as they 
do British Honduras I Does His Ex- 
cellency imagine that the payment of half- 
aidollar per month will increase tho " apti- 
tude" of the pnpils, that it will better fit 
them for tbo " battle of life," or that It wit' 
prepare the country any Ibo aoener for a 
cuminon sobool system 7 Taken as a whole, 
we liave never read a more nonsencicah 
stupid, uDargumentalivo or impracticublo 
State pa; er than this message. It is in- 
tended us a l)id for popularity with all cie- 
iioininationa, and ia a I'ceblo effort to explain 
why the Govorninent wislies to break dowu 
iba Coiniiioii Schools of tho Island, and sub 
siiiute a sjEtcin that will give rise lo bicker- 
ings, jealousies and hatreds between Iba 
various religioas sects. The Sabbath sobool 
and the borne fireside are tbo places where 
religious iostruotion should be imparted to 
the young, and any attempt made to use 
public mooay in support of seotarian eslab- 
lishments should meet with a firm and dig- 
nified protest from tha taxpayers, and place 
an additional load of infamy upon the back of 
the Government.

JIo adtnitted that 
Iho law US It stood req lircd a skilled 
pers:n, and he had cvury respect 
tor Iho present incunnbent, but when tho 
duties could bo done in two hours ho eon- 
sidered that 81O0O would bo aniplo, and he 
was totally uoprepiired for the principio ol 
inainiuininp an ullieo tliiit was not necessary, 
whether in Vancouver Inland or elsewhe-e. 

Hon Young cave the history of the oflioe 
with the salary attached thereto by tho 
Letjislatn o, and furnished details to show 
that it Wiis a sourco of revenue.
